MR, HARDING, A PERSONAL ESTI­ 
MATE 


The Register has on occasions carried edi­ 
torials discussing the Harding administration, 
particularly as it connected up with Harry M. 
I Daugherty, former Attorney-General, and the 
so-called “ Ohio gang.” 
Several readers, in the light of these edi­ 
torials, have requested that we more specifically 
give our estimate of President Harding in his 
relationship to them.

I advanced bv the political group with which Mr. 
] Harding was affiliated,

During' the whole period of Mr. H arding’s 
political life we never heard a solitary sug­ 
gestion from friend or foe, who was worthy 
of the least credence, that connected Mr. Hard 
ing with any corrupt or venal act. 
Nor was 
| ever a suggestion made that he in any way 
profited financially from any political success, 
influence or position, other than the legitimate 
emoluments which have been attached to the 
office. 
The reputation of Harry M. Daugherty, who 
later became the Attorney-General of the United 
States under M r. Harding, was not of the 
same type. 
M r. Daugherty belonged, and in 
fact was the political leader of a group of pol­ 
iticians, of which group Mr. Harding was the 
outstanding popular candidate at various times, 
and who brought to the group the support of 
thousands in Ohio who would have been re- 
j pelled by the personality and reputation of 
many of 'these others, 
Mr. Daugherty was loyally for Mr. Hard­ 
ing for the nomination for the Presidency. He 
I declared sometime before the National Con­ 
vention that Mr. Harding would be nominat­ 
ed,— that “sometime about two o’clock in the 
morning in a hotel room agreements would be 
entered into whereby Mr. Harding would re­ 
ceive sufficient votes on the following day to 
become the candidate of the Republican party 
for President

authoritative statement or defense was possible. 
In our criticism we have always had in mind 
this very fact and our strictures were directed, 
in our thoughts at least, always against him 
whom we felt was responsible for the condi­ 
tions which developed.
